P RAILROAD 10 SELL OIL LANDS 


The Southern Pac‘fic Company 
proposes to separate its California 
vil lands from the railroad and also 


(to divest itself of its stockholdings 


of Associated Oil and other subsi- 
diary oil companies—in short, the 
long predicted melon-cutting for the 
stockholders of Southern ‘Pacific and 
presumably for the stockholders of 
the Associated Oil Company as well, 
is at hand.

‘At a special meeting of the Board 
of directors of the Gouthern Pacific 
Company, held today the board pass- 
ed a resolution approving the general 
Principle of the separatien of its Cal- 
ifornia oil properties and ‘its stock- 
holdings in the Associated Oil and 
turned the subject over to the ‘exé- 
cutive committee to work ‘out. an _ap- 
propriate plan. The board intend 
that the benefits fron this arrange- 
‘shall inure, to the stockholders and 
advance notice is given for his pro- 


mittee.” 

The Southern Paficic owns or 
claims ownerghip of 162,063 acres of 
oil lands in Cal:fornia and it also 
owns 51 per cent of the capital stock 
of the Associated Oil Company, 
which owns 40,556 acres in fee and 
leases, 41,705, acres in California 
mneral locations covering 3,363 
acres of oil land. The California 
Texas and Wyoming, bes‘des holding 
oil lands owned or controlled by the 
Southern Pacific have been valued 
as high as $150,000,000.
